(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

During  the  year  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  undertaking 
the  collection  of  household  refuse  by  direct  labour  to  the  following 
Parishes,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby’  Arncliffe.  Stokesley, 
Whorlton  and  Yarm.  An  order  was  placed  with  Messrs.  Dennis 
Bros.,  Guildford,  for  a  9  cu.  yd.  refuse  collection  vehicle  with  an 
all-metal  body. 

Owing  to  war-time  conditions  delivery  of  this  vehicle  was 
delayed  until  December,  1940.  Consequently  the  aforementioned 
parishes  were  cleansed  by  private  contract  as  heretofor. 

The  Karrier  Refuse  Vehicle  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and, 
although  the  work  has  increased  during  the  year,  the  service  has 
been  maintained  very  satisfactorily.

S  ince  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the 
.Ministry  of  Food,  slaughtering  has  now  ceased  within  the  area, 
all  the  meat  supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area  being  drawn  from 
the  Distributing  Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers 
distributing  from  one  centre.
